Cut 
in halves lengthwise and remove 
the center core. For 6 pears, 
make a syrup of 1 cup boiling 
water, 2-3 cup sugar and 2-3 cup 
port wine. Drop in the pear 
halves, a few drops vanilla and 6 
whole cloves. Simmer gently until 
the pears are tender and reddish- 
amber in color. Remove the pears 
and boil the syrup until slightly 
thickened. Pour over the pears, 
garnish with whipped cream and 
serve hot or cold. 

Chili-Cracker Balls 

Beat 1 egg thoroughly and add 
6 tablespoons cracker crumbs, 2 
tablespoons melted butter, 1 ta- 
blespoon milk, 1 teaspoon chili 
powder and salt to taste.
